Adlai Says Ike 
Only 'Shadow' 
Candidate Now 


COP Old Guard Seen 
By Dem As In Control 
Of Chief's Campaign 


SAN FRANCISCO 
- Adlai E. 
Stevenson called President Eisen­ 
hower today “the shadow candi­ 
date” of a Republican Party w’hich 
is “ afraid” to ask the people to 
trust the destiny of the country to 
Vice President Nixon. 
He said Eisenhower is fronting 
for a GGP old guard campaign 
“based on a profound contempt 
for the intelligence of the peo­ 
ple.” 
“ In all the words be has utter­ 
ed,” Stevenson said, “ my oppon­ 
ent has told you almost nothing 
about the issues of the campaign 
The 
Democratic 
presidential 
nominee, in an address prepared 
for delivery at a mid-day party 
rally in Washington state, said the 
Republicans say only: “ ‘Trust Ike, 
and don t ask questions.’ ” 
“ Who are we supposed to trust 
when Ike isn t there?” Stevenson 
asked. 
“ Above 
all,* 
Stevenson 
said, 
“ are we seriously asked to trust 
the destiny of America — the fu­ 
ture of our children — the decision 
over the hydrogen bomb—to Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon?” 
“THE R E P U B L I C A N S don’t 
say,” he said. "for they a rt afraid 
to say—‘trust Nixon,* ‘trust Ben­ 
son,’ ‘trust Dulles,’ ‘trust YVilson,’ 
‘trust the old guardsmen m the 
Congress’.” 
“They know they can't persuade 
the people to trust the Republican 
Party,” Stevenson continued, “ and 
so they say, ‘Just trust Ike*.” 
Stevenson arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco after saving in Rock Island, 
IU., that if the present race to find 
deterrent weapons keeps up, it will 
lead to the development of the co­ 
balt bomb, which he described as 
“ a force that can shake the earth 
on its axis.” 
The road to peace, Stevenson 
said, “ is not to stubbornly insist, 
as Eisenhower does, that our se. 
curity lies in the deterrent effect 
of our lead in nuclear weapons.”

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Great Battle For Leyte Gulf Still Rages In Many Arguments 


Struggle Always 
Was Classified 
As 'Close Call' 


2 Retired Admirals, 
Kinkaid And Halsey, 
In Center Of Hassle 


A number of Pickaway County'* 
ex-servicemen were involved, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, in what many 
authorities now call the greatest 
sea fight in history—the Battle of 
Leyte Gulf in the Philippines. It 
claimed more than 12.000 lives. 
Details 
of 
the 
far-flung 
en- 
easem ent were somewhat over­ 
shadowed by the daily flood of 
w ar news then pouring in from 
all over the globe. But even on 
the day after the battle, it was 
apparent to the well 
informed 
that it had been a touch and go 
affair — a tremendous clash in 
which the outcome swayed dan­ 
gerously in the balance for many 
hours. 
The great battle ended officially 
12 years ago this week. but many 
Navy men and others continue to 
argue its mistakes and timely de­ 
cisions. 
The engagem ents of that battle 
—Surigao Strait. Sam ar and Cape 
Engano — smashed Japan s navy 
and signalled the final phase of the 
w ar in the Pacific. 
THE BATTLE blanketed an area 
about 
twice the size of Texas. 
Ja p a n 
lost 
four carriers, 
three 
battleships, IO cruisers, ll destroy­ 
ers and 7.500 to 10,000 men. Tho 
t ’nited States lost two escort car­ 
riers, one light carrier, 
two de­ 
stroyers, one destroyer escort and 
2,803 men. 
The guns have been silent since 
Oct. 26, 1044, but the Battle for? 
Leyte Gulf still is a battle of opin­ 
ions and memories. 
The two chief antagonists 
are 
both retired admirals, Adm. Wil­ 
liam F. (Bull) Halsey, Third Fleet 
com m ander under Adm. 
Chester 
W. Nimitz, and Adm. Thomas C. j 
Kinkaid, in supreme command of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’* 
naval 
forces (Seventh Fleet). 
F o r more than a decade, Kin­ 
kaid held his fire, but recently 
he opened up on Halsey, charg­ 
ing that he was lured away by 
a decoy force of Japanese ships 
while another enemy 
fleet 
at­ 
t a c k e d the 
unguarded 
invasion 
forces—like a wolf stalking 
an 
untended flock 
of 
sheep. 
Kin- 
kald's charges and Halsey** re­ 
buttal are contained in part in a 
chapter in the book, "Sea Fights 
and 
Shipwrecks,” 
by 
Hanson 
Baldwin. 
A great arm ada of more than 700 
United States vessels bad steamed 
into Leyte gulf at dawn on the 20th 
of October and by the end of Oct. 
21. 103,000 Amencan troops were 
ashore and only 
three

had been damaged. Beneath rain- 
drenched skies, General 
MacAr­ 
thur stood on the beach and said, 
"J have returned.” 
However, 
the desperate J a p a ­ 
nese admirals planned 
to 
make 
that return a bloody one. 
ONE JA P FORCE moved north 
out of Singapore under Vice Adm. j 
Takeo Kurita and stopped for re­ 
fueling at 
Brunei 
bay, 
Borneo, j 
There the force split up. with Kur­ 
ita heading 
for San 
Bernardino 
strait at night while Vice 
Adm. 
Shoji Nishimura steamed for Suri­ 
gao strait to be joined 
by 
Vice 
Adm. Kiyohide Shima. 
The “ key” to the m aster plan, 
however, was Vice Adm. Jisaburo 
Ozawa. His mission was to take 
his carriers to Luzon and act as 
decoys for Halsey’s forces. 
U. S. Navy carrier planes caught 
up with Kurita and ship after ship 
went dowm. Kurita, who had little 
air power, reversed his course in 
the 
Sibuyan 
sea, 
then 
turned 
around once 
again 
and 
headed 
back for unguarded San B ernar­ 


dino strait and the dug-in Amer*: 
lean troops. 
Meanwhile, in narrow Surigao 
strait, Nishimura’* ships travel­ 
ed single file into a trap to face 
Kinkaid’s Seventh 
fleet, which 
which was strung out like the top 
bar of the letter "T ” . 


When the Japs moved in, all cf 
Kinkaid’s ships fired at the lead 
enemy ship, which could only use. 
her forward gun 
turrets 
in 
the 
high-w ailed 
straits. 
Both 
Nishi­ 
mura and Shima were beaten 
in 
one of history’* greatest naval bat­ 
tles, one that was brilliant, inex­ 
pensive and decisive. 
But, 
elsewhere, 
other 
events 
threatened to nullify this victory. 
Ozawa’s "decoys" were spotted 
and Halsey gave chase. This ac­ 


tion, Kinkaid claims, left his forces 
, open to attack from Kurita. who 
was approaching through San Ber­ 
nardino strait. All 
that opposed 
him were 16 small flattops under 
Adm. Clifton A. F. Sprague. 
B A C K ON his command 
ship. 
Kinkaid 
radioed 
Halsey, 
asking 
where the battleships were that he 
thought were guaoling San 
Ber­ 
nardino strait. Halsey replied the 
big ships were with his fast car­ 
riers destroying Ozawa off Cape 
Engano. 
Sprague, off Samar, threw 
his 
destroyers against the Jap arm ada 
to slow it up. In one of the most 
stirring spectacles in naval annals, 
the “ tin cans" hurled 
their 
tor­ 
pedoes 
and 
then 
popped 
their 
small guns against the giant Jap 
men-of-war. 
The 
United 
States 
toll 
was 
heavy. The destroyers Hoel 
and 
Johnston and jeep carrier 
G am ­ 
bier Bay went down. Earlier 
in 
the battle, the Princetor. had been 
sunk. A Jap plane fed her a 550- 
pound bomb and she had to be fin­ 
ished off by her owm ships after 
the crew had been removed. 
On Oct. 25, with 
a 
dazzling 
victory 
in 
his 
hands, 
Kurita 
broke 
off 
the 
action, 
turned 
north and left Samar. The heroic 
stand of destroyers and planes 
and a smoke screen helped stop 
Kurita. but he turned tail 
be­ 
cause he thought Halsey 
w a s 
nearby and he knew that Nishi­ 
mura had been defeated. 
The next few' days were devot­ 
ed to mopping up operations. The 
battle was over, but not the con­ 
troversy. 
One of the quarrels is over com­ 
munications. Halsey had sent 
a 
message to Kinkaid that he 
was 
'■proceeding 
north 
with 
t h r e e 
groups ” Kinkaid had intercepted 
an earlier message (one not 
ad­ 
dressed to him) 
that 
designated 
four of 
Halsey’s 
battleships 
as 
Task Force 34. 
This 
group 
was 
to 
be 
used 
against the enemy is developments 
warranted. When Halsey told Kin­ 
kaid he 
was 
"proceeding 
north 
with 
three 
g r o u p s . ” 
Kinkaid 
thought Halsey was leaving 
four 


battleships to guard the straits. He > 
didn’t specifically 
ask 
H a l s e y 
whether he had left those forces 
there until the next day. 
NOW COME the "ifs ” If Kin­ 
kaid had not intercepted that ear*1 


lier message, or if he had asked ! 
for clarification of message to him 
or if Halsey had said he was leav­ 
ing "with all my available forces," 
the mixup might 
not 
have 
oc­ 
curred. 
Halsey claims Kinkaid 
seemed 
to have "every advantage of posi­ 
tion and power” to take care of 
Kurita’* battered forces. Halsey’s 
action report further states 
that 
Ozawa was powerful and danger­ 
ous. Halsey says he still is 
not 
sure that Ozawa’s force was intend­ 
ed solely as a lure. 
Kinkaid charges that 
his 
pon­ 
derous Seventh Fleet was "to land 
troops and keep them ashore. . . 
not to fight a naval action.” He 
further charges that Halsey’s eval­ 
uation of both Kurita Vs forces and 
those of Ozawa was incorrect. 
Thus it stands today. The Battle 
for Leyte Gulf is history, but for 
Admirals Kinkaid and Halsey, it 
is a battle that hasn't ended.
